Stories of heroism among the pilots 


aro_common. 
Individually and col- 


lectively they performed deeds en- 
titling them to medals yet they never 
gave such things a thought .Only a 
couple- of years ago Harvey Cunninc- 
ham, a Virginia pilot, risked his life 
In a boiling surf to save two sailors 
after their skiff had capsized white 
landing on the beach at Cape Henry. 
A month or so later this same man 
risked 
not__only 
hjs 
asaoclatton's 


steamer, but the lives oE all~on-board 
In cesculng the yawl yacht Taormlna 
that was dragging In on the beach In 
a heavy sea. 
On the yacht wer.e thir- 


doubtedly been lost. 


The Civil War practically put an 


end to pilotage all along tha coast, lor 
most of the pilots went into th* n*vleo 
on the two side*. 


At tho clojse of the war, the re- 


sumption of International trade and 
tho development, of iteam craft there 
came a change In the pilot buslnwe, 
an evolution practically forced by the 
steamboat 
people. 
No longer they
